Hammer and Sickle Treatment 


N ikita Khrushchev’s idea of oratory is a 
rocket-burst of tirade and invective, wholly 
out of place in the United Nations. 
K hrushchev knows this. He is no fool 
He 
is trying to bring about a certain effect with 
his table-thum ping orations. 


It is not part of his tactics to strive for 
restrain t shown by other G eneral Assembly 
speakers, m ost notable President Eisenhower 
and Prim e M inister M acmillan. In the rough- 
and-tum ble 
school of Com munist survival, 
from which Prem ier Khrushchev was grad­ 
uated with the highest honor anyone can 
attain —a long life—there is no credit for 
restrain t. The basic tactic is to go for the 
jugular 


The jugular Khrushchev is going for in the 
present 
instance 
is 
Dag 
H am m arskjold, 
secretary-general of the United Nations. 
It 
must 
be 
understood, 
however, that 
Khrushchev is not interested in H am m arsk­ 
jold as an individual. The purpose of using 
him as the prim ary target is to let the blood 
out of the United Nations. 
When the United Nations intervened suc­ 
cessfully in the Republic of Congo to keep 
the Communist agents from moving into con­ 
trol of the government, it asked for 
the 
H am m er and Sickle in retaliation—the H A S 
treatm ent. 


THE FIRST l .N secretary-general got the 
H A S treatm ent, too 
Trygve Lie's lease 
on diplom atic life was w ithdraw n when he 
defied the Communist line on Korea. 
There is only one way to earn the coopera­ 
tion of the Communist bloc in the United 
Nations, That is to do nothing to incur the 
b lo cs resentm ent. 
There is no Golden Mean in the Com munist 
Conspiracy. There is no Golden Rule for Com­ 
m unists There are no com prom ises, no phil­ 
osophy of give-and-take, no shrugging off an 
occasional defeat with "You can ’t win 'em 
all.” 
This is what P rem ier K hrushchev has been 
m aking plain above all else in the United 
Nations. 
He is doing it 
deliberately. He 
thinks the tim e is ripe to m ake his move. 


The Gromykos and Vishinsys, the Molotov S 
and the Menshiovs w ere all right in their 
way and in their day- Butin 1960 it s K hrush­ 
chev, himself, who is telling the world what 
the Union of Soviet Socialist Republic stands

The question is why he has picked this 
tim e and this way to do it. 
He has m ade it clear w hat kind of a United 
Nations he wants—an organization subserv* 


ient to the Communist Conspiracy

his kind of an organization for neutrals — 
that every government either would take 
its orders from the Com munists or join ’he

tim e, people are full of suggestions 
foe improving cam paigning. This 
is my proposal for im rovem ent. 
Di ch all speechm aking. Hand out 
copies of "position papers.” These 
will be kept as souvenirs. They 
will be read to the limit of 
he 
read e r’s 
ability 
to 
comprehend 
with the eye. which is twice as 
high as 
ability 
to 
com prehend 
w.th the ear. 


And with the time saved, the 
candidates 
can 
circulate 
among 
the hoi polloi and give a thousand 
tim es as m any a chance to say 
afterw ard, “ Why I was as close 
to the guy as I am to you right 
now.

Is the danger of a world war be­ 
ing increased by what is happen­ 
ing at the current m eeting of the 
United Nations in New York City?

tensions." But the stark fact Stands 
out that one m an — ruthless, cap­ 
ricious, arbitrary and volatile in 
tem peram ent — can at a moment s 
notice order a huge m ilitary opera­ 
tion to start a sm all w ar or a big 
w ar on any continent 
Nikita Khrushchev is giving the 
world a dem onstration of the pow ­ 
er of his dictatorship over tens of 
millions of people not only in the 
Soviet Union but in the captive 
countries which 
his arm ies con­ 
trol. 
He is also given an exhibition of 
how he exerts a coercive power 
over a group of so-called neutralist 
nations which do his bidding. 


Khrushchev is still being consid­ 
ered by too m any people on this 
side of the Iron Curtain as merely 
a bizarre individual who is endeav­ 
oring to restrain a war-like Red 
China and who is himself sup­ 
posedly anxious to m aintain peace. 


But Adolf Hitler, who was also 
som ething of a showman, was able 
to convince m any people inside and 
outside the allied governments in 
the 1930s that he. too, wanted only 
peace. Suddenly he unleashed his 
m ilitary 
forces 
even 
while 
the 
w estern powers were negotiating 
with him. 


THE MENTALITY of a Khrush­ 
chev 
is 
scarcely 
different 
from 
that of a Stalin, who, in the m idst 
of apparently friendly negotiations 
with the West in the sum m er of 
1939, m ade an alliance with Hitler 
that enabled the latter to start 
World W ar II by concentrating on 
one m ilitary front. 
Expediency of the moment usual­ 
ly governs the impulses of a dic­ 
tator. 
The whole world has been watch­ 
ing Khrushchev since he broke up 
the sum m it conference at P aris 
last May. What was hoped would 
be a passing storm turned out to 
be the beginning of a diplomatic 
hurricane, with frequent changes in 
direction but no loss of intensity. 


Instead of negotiating seriously 
with the West, the Moscow dicta­ 
tor has threatened and bludgeoned. 
He has rendered futile all confer­ 
ences or commissions which pre­ 
viously had been started with Hie 
idea of setting up some “ modus 
vivendi" 
or 
tem porary 
arran g e­ 
m ent 
to 
prevent 
another 
world 
war. 


THE SOVIET prem ier has un 
wittingly 
m anaged 
to unite 
the 
w estern leaders but he is never­ 
theless playing a bold hand. He is 
convinced that the United States 
as 
already 
repudiated 
President 
Eisenhower and is ready to ad­ 
m inister a resounding defeat to the 
present adm inistration at the presi­ 
dential election next month. 


Coming to the United States in 
the m idst of the 
political 
cam ­ 
paign. the Soviet dictator is un­ 
doubtedly 
taking 
seriously 
the 
m any speeches m ade by prom i­ 
nent Am ericans declaring that the 
defenses of the United States are 
weak 
and 
that 
the 
W ashington 
leadership has been so poor that 
American prestige has diminished 
throughout the world. 


If what the critics are saying 
about their own country is true, 
Nikita Khrushchev would natural 
ly feel that he has the upper hand 
and that, if he provokes a crisis, 
the government here will feel pow­ 
erless 
to 
take 
stern 
m easures 
therein. 


IN THE MONTH between now 
and the presidential election, it is 
unlikely 
that 
the 
Soviet 
leader 
would take precipitate action but 
can it be safely assum ed that he 
would exercise the sam e restraint 
on the trouble-m aking side in th® 
period between Election Day, Nov. 
8, and Inauguration Day, Jan . 20’ 


If there is to be a change ot ad­ 
m inistration here, and m any high 
officials prepare to resign, would 
■his be the tim e that Nikita Khrush 
chev might select to create a crisis 
of m ajor proportions? 


No government with a parliam en­ 
tary system would hold an elec­ 
tion under sim ilar circum stances 
but would tend to postpone it until 
tim es were calm er. 
To people abroad, the coming 
election in the United States hangs 
on an issue well known throughout 
the world — a vote of confidence 
or a vote of no confidence in th® 
existing government. 
Nikita Khrushchev is deeply in­ 
terested in the Am erican election 
contest. It could give him a cu® 
for his big moves in 1961.
